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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs 
of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under 
this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
(e) the invention was described in- 

(1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another 
filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for 
patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty 
defined in section 351(a) shall have the effect under this subsection of a 
national application published under section 122 (b) only if the 
international application designating the United States was published under 
Article 21(2) (a) of such treaty in the English language; or 

(2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that 
a patent shall not be deemed filed in the United States for the purposes of 
this subsection based on the filing of an international application filed 
under the treaty defined in section 351(a). 

2. Claims 48-63 are rejected under 35 U.S.C § 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Petkovic et al, U.S. Patent No. 6185527 
(hereinafter Petkovic) . 

Regarding claim 48, Petkovic discloses an apparatus for 
marking and accessing bookmarks within a voice message 
comprising : 

a storage media (14) to store the voice message (col. 7, 
lines 40-41) ; 

a processing unit (14) -coupled to the storage media to 
automatically search the voice message for a predetermined 



content and automatically bookmark (index) located predetermined

content within the voice message (see Figure 2 and col. 7, line 
40 to col. 9, line 12); and 

a user interface coupled to the processing unit to access 
the voice message at the bookmark (see Figures 15 and 16. Also 
see column 7, lines 1-35). 

Regarding claims 49-54, see columns 7 and 8. 

Claim 55 is rejected for the same reason as claim 48. 

Regarding claims 56-63, see columns 7 and 8 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant argues in Petkovic there is no search of the 
audio stream for predetermined content. However Petkovic teaches 
word spotting (col. 3, line 8). According to Petkovic, "the 
invention analyzes the content of audio streams to identify 
content specific speech" (col. 3, line 17). Petkovic teaches 
that the audio stream (voice message) is indexed (bookmarked) 
based on "interesting events" (col. 4, line 48). These indexes 
are formed based on a search for predetermined audio features 
(col. 5, line 2). Furthermore Petkovic teaches receiving the 
voice message and then searching for predetermined content 
(silence, speech, music and speech on music) (col. 7, lines 55- 
60). Therefore contrary to Applicant's arguments, Petkovic 
teaches searching the audio stream for a specific content. 
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Response to Amendment 

4. The amendment filed on 5/5/2003 has been considered but is 
ineffective to overcome the Petkovic reference .
